Mr  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  3"!  st,  December, 

1 959. 


The  Vital  Statistics  concerning  the  Births  and  Deaths  in  the 
District  call  for  little  comment  except  for  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  deaths  in  infants  under  the  age  of  four  weeks  has  fallen 
from  four  in  1958  to  two  in  1959. 

Analysis  of  the  Causes  of  Death  since  1952  has  shown  that 
the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  stomach  is  much  lower  in  Dawlish 
than  it  is  in  many  nearby  areas.  The  population  of  Dawlish  is 
relatively  small,  and  it  'will  probably  take  many  more  years  of 
observation  before  it  can  be  slioivn  whether  or  not  this  difference 
is  of  statistical  importance.  No  records  are  available  prior  to 


There  v;as  one  death  due  to  Tuberculosis,  and  during  the  year 
only  three  new'’  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified.  These  figures 
are  the  lo’west  in  the  record  of  Dawlish,  They  are  indicative  of 
the  improved  measures  of  Prevention,  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of 
the  disease. 

For  at  least  three  years  I have  pointed  out  to  the  Council 
the  fact  that  many  of  its  Public  Health  functions  have  been 
neglected  ov/ing  to  insufficient  staff.  In  particluar  I have 
stressed  the  need  for  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  two  private 
slaughterhouses  by  a trained  Meat  Inspector,  I am  very  pleased 
that  this  appointment  has  now  been  made,  and  a report  of  his  w^ork 
during  the  last  five  weeks  of  1955  is  appended. 
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I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Councillors 
and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and  co-oper 
ation  received  during  the  year.

INTRODUCTION 

On  the  23rd,  November , , 1959  Mr.  L.A,  Pickthall  commenced  his  duties 
as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  Dav/lish  Urban  District 
Council,  His  first  objectives  were  to  carry  out  100^  meat  inspection 
and  to  inspect  all  the  food  premises  in  the  district  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

7.  I'ATJeR  SUPPLY  - 


In  spite  of  the  long  period  of  drought  in  the  summer  of  this 
year  a.  continuous  unrestricted  supply  ^^ras  maintained.  This  was  not  done  without 
considerable  puiqping  expense  and  the  trca,tncnt  works  and  in  particular  the 
filters  Y'ieve  ^^■orked  to  the  limit.  In  consequence  the  Council,  have  instructed 
consulting  engineers  to  prepare  a report  upon  the  advisability  and  practicability 
of  increasing  the  capc.city  of  the  filtration  plant.  This  report  is  not  anticipate 
until  i960.
